Democratic  Assembly  Convention. 

The  First  Assembly  District  Democrst- 
u*  Convention  convened  at  Carl  s  Building 
,  .ii  Thursday  evening,  and  nominated  Hen¬ 
ry  Ahlboni.  The  four  votes  of  the  Bloom- 
il  -ld  and  Franklin  delegations  were  given 
f, ,r  l>anU#l  J.  Brady,  and  the  six  coming , 
from  Caldwell.  Montclair  and  Belleville 
were  cast  for  Alhborn.  Before  balloting 
speeches  were  made,  chiefly  in  favor  of 
\lr,  Ahlborn,  because  he  ran  so  well  last 
)  car  and  cajne  within  a  few  votes  of  elec- 
mij,  and  because  also  he  was  the  "work¬ 
ingman’s  friend;’  who  would  do  all  things 
for  him  if  they  would  stand  united  and 
put  him  In.  The  only  speech  made  for 
Mr  Brady  was  by  Delegate  Bill,  of  Bloom- 
tleld,  who  flaJraed  that  his  candidate  was 
i  rue  Democrat  and  a  workingman  In  fact 
A  motion  to  make  the  nomination  of  Ahl- 
u.rn  unanimous  was  stubbornly  resist¬ 
ed,  the  delegates  who  ware  against  him 


raising  both  hands  to  Indicate  their  oppo¬ 
sition,  and  hisses  predominated  when 
an  effort  was  made  lo  get  up  cheers 
for  the  nominee,  and  they  were  given  for 
Brady  instead.  Disorder  was  rampant, 
and  delegates  came  to  ..lose  quarters, 
shaking  their  ftsta  aud  turning  the  con  ven- 
tibn  into  a  veritable  bedlam  fo  the  time 
being.  When  order  was  partially  restor¬ 
ed.  Dr.  Butlei  undertook  he  task  of  ad¬ 
mins!  eriug  a  sedative  to  counteract  the 
effect  of  the  bitter  dose  that  had  been 
forced  down  the  throats  of  j^lie  “labor  ele¬ 
ment.’  but  with  poor  success.  They 
wouldn’t  take  his  medicine  at  alt.  and 
the  Convention  broke  up  without  making 
arrangements  for  running  the  campaign. 

Mr.  Stanford’s  Business  Experience 
in  Bloomfield. 

In  the  -piingof  the  present  year,  Mr. 
E.  Wilde  having  relinquished  business  at 
the  oldest  i-slahlished  stand  in  Bloomfield, 
Mr.  Geo.  J.  Stanford,  of  Newark,  leased 
the  place;  Under  his  management  it  was 
transformed  into  a  mercantile  emporium 
of  great  convenieil  'e  to  the  public  and  ex¬ 
ceeding  beauty  of  finish.  Some  criticism 
ha*  been  made  of  the  remodeling  of  the 
upper  part  of  the  building, but  the  ground 
floor  plan,  the  windows  and  the  entrances, 
vfith  the  rich  and  varied  lines  of  goods 
bought  and  displayed  by  Mr.  Stanford, 
presented  attractions  that  not  only  greatly 
pleased  tjie  eye,  but  were  advantages 
to  the  purchasing  public  such  as  few  towns 
the  size  of  Bloomfield  could  expect  to  pos¬ 
sess.  Mr.  Stanford  offered  goods  of  great 
variety  at  the  lowest  prices  ;  and,  as  the 
columns  of  The  Citizen  have  borne  testi¬ 
mony,  he  has  set  an  example  of  enterprise 
to  ither  merchants  by  his  geimrousadvei- 
tis*|tnents.  He  has  not\' “hid  hi*  light  un¬ 
der  a  bushel'  hut  has  lerRfiliip**  liberally. 
Yet,  for  various  reasons,  his  trade  has  not 
been  wliat  he  expected,  nor  indeed  what  it 
ought  to  have  been,  considering  his  hon-j 
est  ai^u  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  people  in 
evriry  way  practicable.  t 

This  dullness  of  trade,  with  the  delay  in 
the  improvements  after  he  had  made  pur¬ 
chases,  made  it  difficult  for  the  merchant 
to  meet  all  his  obligations,  and  two  weeks 
ago  he  felt  obliged  to  call  a  meeting  of 
his  creditors  and  to  ask  of  them  exten 
slons  of  time,  until  he  could  dispose  more 
fully  of  goods  on  hand.  These  extensions 
were  freely  granted,  but  with  malicious 
intention  to  injure  him,  as  Mr.  Stanford 
believes  and  says,  rumors  and  mere  fabri¬ 
cations  affecting  his  credit  were  put  in  cir¬ 
culation  about  town.  These  the  reporter 
f.  r  the  Newark  Journal  caused  to  be  pub¬ 
lished  as  “facts,'’  and  this  grossly  un¬ 
true  report  that  Mr.  Stanford  had  failed, 
thus  published,  was  eagerly  copied  by  the 
Montclair  Times  and  other  papers,  and 
the  effect  has  been  to  ruin  Mr.  Stanford  s 
chance  of  meeting  his  obligations,  and 
tide  himself  over  in  the  manner  contem¬ 
plated,  and  hence  he  has  been  compelled 
to  make  an  assignment.  This  was  don© 
last  week  Friday,  the  assignee  being  Mr. 
Wm.  P.  Roome  of  Jersey  C  ity. 

There  is  a  chance  that  Mr.  Stanford  will 
be  enabled  to  continue  business,  as  he  has 
the  sympathy,  good  will  and  confidence  of 
his  creditors,  and  we  feel  assured  deserves 
that  of  the  public  in  this  vicinity.

Elevated  Railways. 

Mr.  F.  A,  Bartholomew,  of  Bloomfield, 
was  lately  in  Chicago  for  the  purpose  of 
introducing  the  Riley  Elevated  Railway 
system  to  notice  In  that  city.  The  Chicago 
Time a  speaks  favorably  of  it,  and  says : 

“An  examination  of  .the  models  which 
are  very  elaborate  and  complete  and  of 
the  numerous  and  handsome  colored 
drawings  illustrative  of  the  Riley  system, 
will  convince  anyone  that  an  Immense 
amount  of  time  and  labor  has  been  ex¬ 
pended  in  perfecting  and  Illustrating  the 
matter.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  roadway  consists  pnrctically  of 
a  single  girder,  attached  to  the  top  of 
which  Is  the  main  or  single  bearing  rati. 
About  two  Teet  below  this  center  rail  and 
parallel  with  It,  one  upon  each  side,  runs 
a  light  rail.  The  center  rail  practically 
supports  the  weight  of  the  car,  and  the 
lower  side^fails  act  as  balances.  Each 
car-1  ruck  has  four  wheels.  The  center 
wheels,  one  before  the  other,  run  upon  the 
rail,  and  are  double  flanged.  The  lower 
wheels  are  single  flanged,  and  are  6et  mid¬ 
way  between  the  center  wheels,  one  on 
each  side.  The  truck  is  centrally  pivoted, 
like  tho  ordinary  bogle  truck,  and  adapts 
itself  to  sharp  curves  very  nicely,  as  shown 
by  the  models.  The  advantages  of  the 
Riley  system  are  of  vital  importance. 
Briefly  loid  they  are:  Great  reduction  in 
cost,  by  reason  of  simplicity  of  construc¬ 
tion,  width  of  superstructure — as  comp-r- 
ed  with  New  York  system  reduced  5n  per 
cent ;  a  car  which  Is  positively  safe  (roin 
derailment  and  less  noise  in  operation:  a 
truck  that  can  round  curves  as  sharp  ns 
forty  feet  radius  with  ease  and  perfect 
safety  The  cars  run  with  a  perfectly 
steady  and  easy  motion,  no  swaying  or 
oscillation.  When  built,  on  a  single  post, 
a  very  stable  and  substantial  structure. 
The  system  Is  especially  adapted  to  the 
use  of  electric  motors  as  a  motive  power, 
but  plans  of  steam  locomotives  and  the 
cable  system  are  shown.  The  system  has 
the  strongest  indorsement  of  leading  lo¬ 
comotive  and  car  builders  and  well-known 
civil  mechanical  engineers  and  electricians 
of  this  country,  and  has  received  a  critical 
examination  by  many  of  our  own  people, 
who  speak  of  it  in  the  highest  terms.”
